Fourth of July ts the anniversary 
of neither of the signing of the 

nor the birth of 
American independencé in the 
opinion of Prof. Walter I. Whit- 
tlesey of the department of politics 
of Princeton University. The 
Princeton professor believes the 
Gate of the Declaration to be July 
2. 1776, and gives evidence to prove 
the famous document was not 
signed until prepared by a profes- 
sional penman and submitted on 
August 3. 

Prof. Whittlesey decried the ten- 
dency of “even our best schools” 
to teach that the Declaration was 
oMcially signed on the Fourth of 
July and declared the current er- 
roneous belief arises purely from 
an “error of Jefferson's letter writ- 
ing old age.” 

“Our country’s birth certificate 
was signed August 2 by either for- 
ty or forty-one men and at various 
later dates by fifteen or sixteen 
others,” sald Prof. Whittlesey. 
“Bome half-dozen members who 
were present on that first Fourth 
and who favored what was done 
never signed at all.” 

What the Fourth of July does 
commemorate according to the 
professor of politics is the publica- 
tion of John Dunlap’s billboard 
poster of the Declaration which 
drew American and foreign sup- 
port to the revolution. This was 
printed on the evening of July 4, 
1776, two days after the original 
thirteen States had become solemn-

The Gotham company, owners of 
a trade mark registration for “kh 
gold stripe fear the top of the 
stockings,” opposed an applica- 
tion made nearly three years aco 
by the Van Raalte Company for 
registration of ‘a white stripe 
placed adjacent to the upper edge 
of the stocking.” The contention 
was that such registration would 
conflict with the “gold stripe” and 
cause confusion ia the . public 
mind.

So active was Berkman a2 «a 
revolutionist that he was sen- 
tenced to death on eight occasions 
during the Roman regime in 
Ruvasia. 

He participated in the Bolshe- 
viet upheaval, but later became 
disgusted with conditions in Rus- 
sla. He is now banished from 
Russia because of his attacks on 
Bolshevism. 

Berkman says that he is gath-
